O.  Allen,  managing  director  (rf  the 
Wrlgley  Printing  Company,  in  an 
addre.s.<;  before  the  Vancouver  Board 

of  Tr:ifi'  recciit'iN 

EFFORTS  BELITTLED 

Mr.  Allen's  remarks  were  quoted 
In  two  Vancouver  papers  on  April 
26.  to  the  efTect  that  the  British 
Columbia  Exhibition  at  London 
was  '  dLsgraceful.  and  would  no. 
have  done  credit  to  a  little  agri- 
cultural community  "  Mr.  Coventry 
also  wa.s  the  object  of  a  personal 
attack  by  Mr.  Allen,  who  was  quoted 
a.s  .saying  what  British  Columbia 
needed  in  London  was  "a  real  sales- 
man or  an  adrertlsing  man." 

Mr.  Allen,  who  was  in  Britain  re- 
cently, felled  to  call  st  British  Co- 
lumbia House,  and  met  none  of  th" 
Province'.s  direct  repreaentatives 
there,  said  Mr  McKenzie  It  wn^ 
apparent  fmni  hl.s  remarks  that  Mr 
Allen  had  utterly  failed  to  take  into 
account  the  fact  that  British  Co- 
lumbia, while  making  no  Individual 
displays,  had  drawn  a  great  many 
thousands  of  people  to  the  eshl- 
UUon  of  her  goods  mads  under  the 
Canadian  exhibition  Commlasion, 
not  only  nt  Olympla.  but  slso  at 
Birmingham,  where  th*  softwood 
section  wa.s  one  of  the  features  of 
the  entire  exhibition,  he  contUiued 

Mr  Coventry  had  pressed  person- 
ally for  a  separate  British  Colum- 
bia exhibit  at  Olympla,  but  this  had 
been  rejected  on  account  of  the  cost 
la.st  year.  Excellent  exhibits  weie 
made,  however.  In  the  Canadian 
section  at  the  British  Industries 
1^,  the  Imperial  Ftuit  Bhow,  and 
at  many  other  exhibitions  during 
the  year. 

ANIMUS  ALLK(iF.D 

Mr.  McKenzie  quoted  correspond- 
ence from  Mr.  Coventry  to  Indicate 
that  Mr.  Allen  and  himself  had  dis- 
agreed over  a  private  prtntlng  eon 
tract,  and  Mr.  Coventry  had  re- 
moved, his  order.

FAMILY  HISTORY 

Miss  Russell,  president  of  the 
Hritujh  Columbia  Historical  A.sso- 
ciatlon,  and  Alex  Macdonald,  presi- 
dent of  the  Saanlch  Pioneer  Asso- 
ciation, recalled  some  of  the  prin- 
cipal dates  and  incidents'  in  the 
Thomson  fami^  history.  Later, 
gathered  idxnit  the  graye  of  Alex- 
ander Caulfield  Anderson.  "British 
Columbia's  earliest  hLstorian."  who 
wa.s  connected  with  the  Provincial 
Legi.slature  for  many  year.s,  MLss 
Ru.s.sell  gave  a  brief  resume  of  his 
history,  also,  a,s  a  former  resident 
of  the  district  and  father  of  the 
late  James  Anderson,  an  esteemed 
member  of  the  BritIA  OOlumbte 
Hi.storlcal  Society. 

William  Thomson,  who  Is  hon- 
ornd  In  the  district  a.s  the  father 
of  the  .settlement  of  Saanich  and 
of  the  Saanlch  Agricultural  Soci- 
ety, began  farming  In  the  dustrlct 
m  185,5.  He  started  life  as  a 
mechanic,  shipped  from  England  aa 
a  ship's  carpenter,  and  after  aome 
years  at  sea  landed  in  1M4  in  San 
Francisco.  Ftom  there  he  shipped 
fop  Vietoria,  but  was  wrecked  off 
the  coast  of  Vancouver  Lsland.  and 
cared  for  six  month.s  l)y  the  friendly 
Nltlnat  Inriian.s  near  whose  village 
his  ship     1.:  lip  on  the  racks. 

ARRIVED  1854 

Late  the  same  year  he  reached 

Victoria.  The  fOllnwlnt;  ■,c,n  he 
decided  to  take  up  land  and  ro 
farming  In  the  Saanlch  dLstrkt.  It 
took  him  four  days  to  go  by  boat 
from  Vlctori.i  to  Kaanlch  with  hl.s 
provisions,  con-sigtlng  of  half  *  ten 
of  provLsions  ntid  nineteen  pigs. 
Three  white  mefy  accompanied  him 
and  helped  him<wlth  the  firet  work 
of  clearing  and  «he  Iruiidlng  of  tiie 
cabin  which  wai  the  first  home. 

The  visitors  ya<^tprday  went  down 
the  glebeland.s  to  the  site  of  thh 
cabin  to  which  Mrs  T'hom.son  cam? 
as  a  bride  of  sixteen  years.  In  the 
course  of  time  li  was  succeeded  by 
the  commodious  farmhouse  in 
which  the  guests  enjoyed  tea  yes- 
terday. The  great  kitchen,  with 
Its  beamed  and/ whitewashed  ceil- 
ing, the  specious  living-room  with 
the  wide  hearth  round  which  the 
numeroiLs  family  gathered  of  an 
evcnniR  in  <Uys  long  gone,  the 
nmui-ruiLs  nld  family  portraits  and 
mementoes,  and  Interesting  remin- 
iscences by  Mr.  Nlmmo.  a  connec- 
tion by  marriage  of  the  Thomson 
family  who  brought  a  sheaf  of 
pioneer  Uograpbies.  and  a  short 
speech  by  Heniy  Brethour,  first 
teacher  of  the  Saanich  district, 
helped  to  make  up  an  afternoon  of 
unforgetable  character.

The  Council  and  the  League  members 
are  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  possession  of 
this  spirit  and  upon  their  determination  to  take 
an  active  part  in  the  solution  of  the  social,  eco- 
nomic and  political  problems  of  the  Dominion. 
Until  tho  past  few  years  the  feminine  portion  of 
the  population  took  but  a  very  minor  part  in 
aaeh  aetlrltlsa.  and  these  new  opportunities  and 
duties  of  women  call  for  severe  study  and  appro- 
prlata  training  if  they  are  to  be  properly  en- 
tered npon  and  afleetlTely  discharged,  it  needs 
no  argument  to  show  that  difflcult  problems  of 
government  which  men  have  been  grappling  with 
for  ages  are  not  likely  to  be  settled  ofT-hand  by 
unprepared,  untrained  newcomers  In  the  political 
field.  Contantlons  such  as  that  of  the  Canadian 
Oattgihters*  League  furnish  excellent  opportuni- 
ties for  the  ril.seusslon  of  Important  social  topics. 

There  are  many  people  who  wUl  have  honest 
dlfRcnlty  In  agreeing  with  the  rasoluUons  passed 
:it  the  convention,  however  much  they  may  ad- 
mire and  applaud  the  motives  behind  the  reso- 
luMana.  MMpa  tho  ehlef  defect  In  many  of  t\ae 
pmOflllieemailU  of  the  council  Is  the  lack  uf 
daflBltaneiBr^r  example,  at  the  opening  of  the 
•easton.  reeolutlons  wsre  passed  asUng  the  Gov- 
ernment "to  conscript  the  private  wealth  of 
Canada "  aod  to  "reduce  the  interest  on  money." 
Of  course,  the  Oonnell  ofBelals  do  not  mean  to 
suggest  that  the  Government  shotild  enter  the 
banks  and  appropriate  the  moneys  to  be  found 
therv  irhlch  ha?e  been  lodged  #lth  the  bankers 
and  are  held  In  trust  by  them  for  private  Indi- 
viduals. Federal  and  Provincial  Governments 
ere  anxious  to  seeaia  more  money,  to  bal- 
ance their  budgets  The  ladles  of  the  League 
are  In  effect  asking  the  governments  to  levy 
mofe  taxes,  to  Uke  for  goremmental  purposes  a 
larger  share  of  the  money  earned  and  saved  by 
prlTate  Individuals  than  they  are  Uking.  Many 
wlU  dimeat  tnli  ttM  propOMU  on  the  ground 
that  governments  ought  to  curtail  their  expendi- 
tures and  reduce  taxes  rather  than  increase  them 
The  mottth-AUing  phrase,  *'conscrlptloa  of  pri- 
vate wealth,"  la  flp»  and  refulres  aoeorate 
deflaltlon. 

1^  "Interest"  resolution  ghrea  no  hint  as  to 
how  the  Odvemment  is  to  secure  a  reduction  of 
the  Interssl  on  money.  Finance  mUiisters  would 
no  doubt  willingly  aT«U  themselTas  of  the  chance 

to  borrow  money  at  4,  3  or  2'  per  cent  as  In  old 
days.  If  they  could  do  so.  It  is  encouraging  to 
note  that  the  reeolothm  does  not  propose  to 
abolish  Interest  altogether.  In  any  country  or 
community  some  method  must  be  foUowed  by 
which  the  durable  goo^s.  the  houses,  factories, 
machines,  tools,  rallwayn,  ships,  and  the  like, 
which  are  used  In  producing  the  wealth  of  the 
community.  *all  be  replaced  as  needed,  because 
however  durni  •  v  may  be,  they  cannot  last 
indefinitely  U  everyone  spent  erery  farthing 
of  his  wages.

The  hivisible  handwriting  revealed  by  the  photo- 
graph deals  with  the  appointment  of  Count  de 
Cholseul  de  Ooufltter  and  Is  signed  by  Louis  XVI 
of  France.  The  lumlnographs  for  unseen  pho- 
tography are  made  by  means  of  invisible  light 
t4iat  passes  through  a  i^ver  screen  before  reach- 
ing the  phatographic  plate.

Of  the  four  fatali- 
ties, three  iasultsd  from  one  acci- 
dent, when  a  passenger  train  was 
derailed,  and  the  fourUi  from  a  col- 
lision between  two  trains.  For  each 
.su(  h  fatality  in  train  accidents  the 
railroads  carried  150.093,000  pa.s- 
senger.s.  the  highest  average  ever 
attained  by  the  rallTOadS  of  the 
United  States. 

The  average  distance  traveled  by 
railway  passengers  in  IMl  was 
:t6.73  miles.  If  iaO,On,000  pas- 
sengers were  handled  toe  each 
fatality,  the  total  distance  traveled 
oy  them  would  be  5.511,414,960 
miles.  Traveling  at  the  rate  of 
thirty-five  miles  an  hour,  this 
ip.ran.s  a  pa.ssenger  might  travel 
( ontlnuoiLsly  for  17,875  years  before 
meeting  with  a  fatal  injury.  Put  in 
anothar  way,  this  dairae  of  safety 
in  transportation  maaas  one  might 
ctrela  the  world  mfiO  times  be- 
fore being  caught  by  the  law  of 
averages.  If  none  of  the  Journeys 
descrlijed  .ippeal  to  the  reader,  he 
could  make  IIJMO  trips  the  dis- 
tance to  the  BBOon  in  perfect 
£afety. 

The  remarkable  safety  record  in 
1031  was  brought  about  by  the  rail- 
roads through  improvements  in 
and  better  physical  condition  of 
equipment,  installation  of  heavier 
rail,  con.stant  improvements  in 
slgnalinK  dpvire.s  and  operating 
methori.s  aiirl  the  con!.erte<l  <»tTorts 
of  both  offlcials  and  employees  to 
prometa  aaf  sty  la  vmr  way.
